— Oa the plane 
of moral reasoning we cannot have the abso- 
lute thought and definition of mathematics, 
we сап only approximate toa somewhat in- 
defnite iaenl When we have endeavored 
to define Spiritualism proper, to be that which 
1s "specially based upon, and connected with 
its facta, theories, demonstrations nad philos- 
epby,” the same question has been replied, as 
if-ttat, of course, &l'eacel all attempt nt lim 
itation, But one thing is certain that there is 
a practical. limit somewhere this ide the ulti«" 
mate extremes. The palpable corre'ationship 
of things shades out into the imprrcentible in 
remoteness, by degrees во infivitely fine, that 
you cannot tell where there is в dividing line, 
and yot you know that Їп the nar isthe pal- 
pable, and in the remote on!y the impercepti- 
ble, and that the two are not the aame. The 
arteries of the humar body anastomose into 
the veins. The end of the one and the begin- 
ning of tbe other, neveg was found, and of 
course not located, and yet we do know of ar- 
teries nnd veins. aod can deal with them, and 
life may depend thereon, no it ia in all things; 
and more especially in apiritual matters, being 
less definable than the purely material Our 
inability to define, cannot, in reason, over- 
come the strong pointa of truth. We have a 
certain specialty and definiteness in all our ac- 
tive life, that wedo know and understand, 
however little we know of anything else, — If 

ou should employ а man to build youa 
ouso, and ho should spend his time in chop- 
ping logic and planting moon.beams, instead 
of wood and stone, and should justify to your 
objections that he was working upon 
his agreement in that all things were connected 
and related, you would not bring out your 
bottom dollar to pay him, and you, as the em- 
ployer, would seem to have some voice in 
the matter. 

In law, all testimony concerning the subject 
matter ія sought for, and is lawful, but yet 
there must be,practically a limit somewhere 
as to the extent; if too remote it cannot he re- 
ceived. But the dividing line may be dificult 
of expresgion, and the judgment, of the court 
is had upon what is cilered. U'por'the principle 
that all things are connected, and all equally 
near, then the whole world would be on the 
witness stand, and In the Jury box. Every body

> Limitations —Eclecticism,

At the Natioaal Convention last fall, i! was 
resolved that “Spiritualism was the Æ Pluri 
bus Unum of all reforms, and but another name 
for h@anitarianism;” and since then, in 
some lesser conventions, the same sentiment 
has been re-iterated. At Elgin the phraae was 
“Spiritualism includes all, reforms," The 
basic reason generally giveff, is, that Spirit- 
ualism underlies, and is connected wit ry 
thing: and the conclusion is argumeritatively, 
that, at spiritual meetings, every subject what- 
ever is, and must be, held to be alike and al- 
ways іа order. And sometimes, as if the de 
scriptive words, “zormain to Spiritualism,” 

. were of too questionable narrowness, the 
words, "germain to humanity," are added 
thereto. Я 

In the support of these assertions I find a 
great many who exhibit in action the zeal and 
persistency of those who kaow they are right, 
and who thereupon, Crocket-like, mean to go 
ahead; while there are still more who have 
not yet asked themselves any serious qaes- 
tion of itstruth, aud supposing all is right, 
quietly float with the tits that swells beneath 

aad around them. Nay, more; there are som: 
whoscom toclutch at, aad gloat over, t 
enuaoclation as if they had got somethin 
premely right and supremely powerfu| 
the salvation of the могі; and as if they were 
the supremely happy promylgators of dogmas 
that^no reasonable mind could aflurd to deny.

In fact. it is ever

Skeptics, without a knowledge upon the sub- 
ject of spirit power, and apparently without 
apy desire to know the truth, deride agd ridi- 
cule well demonstrated facts, simply beceuse 
iv seems to please some very bigoted religion- 
ists, who never were blest with any know ledge 
gained by their own ot servation. 

This phase of spirit power sets at defiance 
all known laws of science and art.

The medium being entirely ignorant of the 
art of psinting in her normal condition, exe 
cutes in this abnormal condition, most beauti- 
ful specimens of portraiture.

The following is & copy, verbatim, of his 
bandbils, which will show tbe brazen-faced 
e«flrontery of the mountobank: 

"Free! Free! Free! Wisner's Hall, Thurs- 
day, Friday and Saturday evenings. Prof. 
Harry Cook, will appear in à course of lectures 
in this place,and give a Practical Expose of 
Modern Spiritualism, introducing the most 
marvelous feats of the Davenports, Read, 
Fays, and otber noted mediums, which he will 
expose by reproducing them in full view Qf 
the audience. Не chi'enges opposition, Cis- 
cussion, or any med: «n in tbe country. 
first evening will be free to all!" 

But ultimately tbey sealed him by a forfeiture 
of 350, and he stayed. Dr. T. did not get the 
telegram іп time to get there on Monday, 
and so telegraphed that he would be there 
on Tuesday evening. Prof. Cook bad it'all 
-one way Monday nighi, but seeing such an 
immense audience and the earnestness of the 
people, he trembled in his boots, and took the 
next train South, going off on the same train 
that Dr, Taylor arrived on. No persuasion or 
entreaty upon the part of his friends could in- 
duce him to stay and meet the Doctor; 80 on 
Tuesday night he had it all his way, and in an 
able and straight-forward argument showed 
the folly of all such bold pretenses. But the 
fun of the whole matter is yet to come, At 
the close of Dr. Taylor's lecture, on Tuesday 
evening, he mentioned that he was golog to 
take the train for Galesburg the next day 
Some one notified Cook that he was gone or 
going on the next train, and immediately 
Cook telegraphed to one of the friends that he 
would be back at 4 o'clock that afternoon, 
evidently aupposing that the Doctor had left 
town; butlo! he had conclüded to stay and 
lake.the midnight train. - So the friends of 
both partics nailed Cook for a discussion: that 
night. A cryer, with a 211 in-his hand went 

over town ringing it and сгуї 
Taylor and Prof. Cook at Wisner's 
night! Twenty-five cents admissior!” . 

"This brought oüt quite an audience, and for 
two hours and a-half the subject was under 
review. The merits and demerits of Spiritual- 
ism, were the phases of the matter under con- 
sideration. 

Dr. Taylor said, “The merits of Spiritual- 
ism are based upon two things—first, the truth 
of mediumsbip; second, the practical applica- 
tion of the teachings of spirit communion. 
He claimed that the fact of mediumship is 
taught in the Bible,—firat, as to clairvoyance, 
and idstanced:the medium of Endor, and the 
case Elisha, whose servant's eyes were 
opened and "һе saw the mountains full of 
horses and chariots of fireroundaboutElisha.” 
(2 K ings 6: 12-17.) Second, as to physical mani 
festation; and he instanced the slate writing of 
the prophet Elijah, seventeen years after be 
was dead, and compared that with a commu- 
nication he bad from his brother. And also 
Acts 12: 6, 7, where Peter's’ chains were 
knocked off, and cited the case of Mrs. Perry 
who had come from the cabinet, leaving the 
hand-cufts and ropes all behind ber. 

Prof. Cook came on with »iuster and blew, 
to вау that he did not hold tbat all medium- 
ship was trickery, but that nine-tenths of it 
was, and spent most of his time in blowing 
the character of mediums, without ever an- 

| swerlng a single point that the Doctor had 
made. 80 the Doctor came on the track again 
and lead his would beriv&l a giddy maze, 
answering his insinuations, and challenging 
him to do in his presence what he said he 
could—viz: all that any medium could do. So 
the Doctor said, “Mr. Cook, show usa speci- 
men of your clairvoyance; of your slate writ- 
ing; of your materialization; of your fire-test, 
etc., etc. 

Prof. C. said ‘‘all materialization and phys- 
ical manifestations were fraude, and he could 
get out of any rope that he might be tied 
with, etc. 

Atthe close of the discussion Dr. Taylor 
tied Cook In a few minutes with a new, stiff 
rope. Afteraterrific eflurt, he did get out of it 
in the space of half án hour of the hardest work 
that any poor mortal ever did, and called it a 
great victory. But his friends, who bad any 
respect for reason, good sense and propriety, 
were heartily ashamed of him. 

The Doctor was universally pronounced as 
honorable, dignified; straight-forward, and 
argumentative, and though this was the sec- 
ond time that Dr. Taylor has been here, yet

Beecher on Organized Christianity 
Mr. Beecher is evidently а candidate for 
martyrdom, if there is any one courageous 
enough to pile the fagots and apply the torch. 
In his last sermon, he essayed to show why 
Christianity had made such slow progress, 
basing his arguments upon the fact that 
was not master of a system, that he organized 
no sects, and never wrote anything, and that 
the secret of his power was owing to the fact 
that it was the power of a higher type of man- 
hood than had ever been seen in the world be- 
fore. In this connection, Mr. Beecher said: 
Church organizations have exerted t 
power in the world, but І don't think tha you 
will find that they have exerted as much in- 
fluence for g as for harm.

The Departure of Mrs. Hollis. 


|, Undertheabove head the Medium and Day- 
break, of London, gives the following account 
of the departure of Mrs. Hoilis, from England, 
to her home in Louisville, Ky.: 

This lady and her companion, Mrs. Mary J. 
Holmes of Memphis, left London for the con- 
tinent on Saturday afternoon. Few visitors 
on the mission of Spiritualism have done more 
good with go little parado, and gained во much 
respect from those who became acquainted 
with them, as Mrs. Hollis. Though she made 
acarcely any attempt to acquire publicity, and 
though her prices were of a prohibitory char- 
acter, yet she was thronged by visitors nearly 
all the time. Mrs. Hollis was not in reality а 
paid medium, and hence was rather new tothe 
modes of professional procedure, the failure 
of the American bank having for a time de 
prived her of ready money, and rendered it 
necessary that she should find some means of 
meeting her expenses in a strange country. 
‘That she was obliged to do so no one will 
regret, as her labore amongst us have been в 
source of great adVantage to the cause and 
pleasuro to many who had the opportunity of 
sining with her. The nature of her organizs- 
tion ip so sensitive, and her mediumship de- 
pendent upon such nice conditions, that it was 
absolutely impossible for her with health or 
success to appear at large and promiscuous 
seances. She was, therefore, obliged to limit 
and choose her company by the adoption of a 
high scale of fees, but at the-samo time there 
was nosing mercenary in the manner io 
which Mra. Hollis conducted her mediumship. 
She devoted a large per-centage of her time to 
those who desi: to avail themselves of her 
presence amongst us for purely scientific pur- 
poses, When any public need demanded her 
services, she at once readily granted them, 
even to the exclusion of private visitors for 
the time being. The phenomena elicited in 
her presence were of the very highest order of 
physical manifestations. The direct writing 
on the alate: or paper pisces under the table 
by her hand in full daylight was of a character 
such ss to disarm all theories of impostüre. 
Not only was it impossible to do writing under 
the circumstances by any means under her 
control, but the subject matter was frequently 
of a nature which appealed unmistaksbly to 
the knowledge of the inquirer, relating to past 
events connected with dear friends who had 
tong ago passed to the realm of the unseen. 
Not only was this so, but the direct writing 
was frequently in the handwriting of the de- 
ceased relatives of theinquirer. The first three 
or foGr short messages writien on the slate 
would be somewhat like the writing of the 
medium, or of a general character. As the 
control became better established, the hand- 
writing,would gradually change, till it would 
be unfaflingly recognized as that of the de- 
ceased’ person who purported to produce it. 
The direct voice in the dark seance was alike 
satisfactory. Her controlling spirit, "James 
Nolan,” was not by sny means characterized 
by the gross buffoonery which has been fre- 
quently manifested in physical circles. His 
Voice is clear and dignified, his manner respect- 
ful, and his language choice and to the point. 
In the highest degree we have ever witnessed 
through the direct volce this spirit indicates 
all the characteristics offintelligent individual- 
ity. His opinions wefe less modified by con- 
ditions than we have before observed in the 
case of any apirit thus manifesting. 

Besides & number of other controle, the 
friends of the aitters at almost every seance 
would come and whisper to their friends in the 
fesh. Bometimes this whisper was so indis- 
tinct that the words could not be caught, and 
to suspicious visitors this gave some dissatis- 
faction, as they were not certain but what their 
next-hand neighbors might do the whispering 
as а trick. In the great majority of cases,

~The life of Parker,in the. choice and clear 
words of the eloquent free тоци preacher 
of New York, is, indeed, "apples of gold in 
ictures of silver,” and the selections from Mr. 


arker's own words and his correspondence, 
make the gold brighter still. 

The story of Parker's childhood, in the plain 
old farm-house in Lexington, із told with a 
simplicity full of interest. His father, aa 
Parker sald, was “a just,- pees rae 


man, в friend of peace, weii and 
‘companionable, He thought for himself and 
passed judgment on authorities.” His mother 


was ''uf a loving disposition, tenderly watch- 
ful of her children, her heart was its own wit- 
ness; conscience was the oracle of God in the 
breast."

Their ohjec- 
tion is that itis represented as ар infallible 
book, given by an infallible God to an infalli- 
ble priesthood, and interperted by infallible in- 
terpreters. _Hence they object to the whole 
book. Whereas, if the Jewith God was but a 
tutelary divinity appointed to lead that people 
to a higher condition, you have a rational ba- 
вів, one from which all may reston. This (lod 
said tothe Israelited, "You are such а stiff 
necked people, I will not go up with you any 
further, This is what I will do, I will not for- 
sake you, but will send my angel to go before 
you, and you must beware of him, for he will 
punish you more than 1 could punish you," 
even 88 human beings execute judgment upon 
one another much more severe when uncivi- 
lized and undeveloped—punishments savage 
and cruel. , But, as’ men ascend the scale of 
progress, pünlshments become iess physical, 
and moré moral and spiritual.
